To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Walsall. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report, 
the  statistics  are  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year,  the  birth  rate 
has  fallen  from  30'87  to  28*02.  The  infantile  death  rate  has 
increased  from  10077  to  112*83,  during  the  first  6  and  the  last 
3  months  it  was  most  favourable,  but  this  again  was  more 
than  neutralised  in  the  intervening  3  months  by  the  heavy 
increase  occasioned  partly  by  climatic  conditions  but  chiefly 
I  believe,  by  social  conditions  due  to  the  unemployment  and 
the  coal  dispute;  the  distress  occasioned  thereby  took  a  heavy 
toll  in  infants’  lives.  The  general  death  rate  has  increased 
from  13*07  to  13*23. 

In  (so  called)  economising  in  relief  in  milk  supplied  to 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers  and  infants,  it  cannot  be  pointed 
out  too  strongly  that  in  practice  this  means  that  those  cases 
which  the  Council  cannot  afford  to  relieve  at  half  the  cost 
(50%  grant)  to  themselves,  in  the  main  have  to  be  relieved  at 
the  whole  cost  by  the  Board  of  Guardians;  beyond  the  facts 
that  thus  does  the  State  economise  at  the  expense  of  the 
Municipality,  and  we  are  penalised  for  our  poverty — comment 
is  unnecessary.

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  continues  to  progresi 
notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  to  be  surmounted,  o 
which  little  is  heard  but  very  many  is  experienced. 

Much  could  be  again  written  of  the  progress  required  i. 
health  matters  here,  and  to  which  I  have  previously  on  manj 
occasions  called  attention,  but  in  the  present  mood  of  publi 
apathy,  occasioned  perhaps  by  abnormal  times,  such  reiterate! 
allusions  seem  futile,  and  savour  of  personal  verbal  prolixin 

I  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  Member 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  past  year,  m 
heartiest  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  that  little  band  01 
voluntary  welfare  workers  who  have  kept  the  lamp  dj 
enthusiasm  burning,  notwithstanding  the  most  trying  am; 
discouraging  circumstances;  to  the  Superintendent  Healtl! 
Visitor,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  my  staff  generally; 
I  am  again  indebted  for  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation

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This  Annual  Report  which  follows  the  outlines  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  economic  reasons  is  curtailed 
in  certain  details,  and  I  have  felt  it  incumbent  upon  me  to 
restrict,  so  far  as  is  compatible  with  essential  publicity, 
comments  upon  sundry  phases  of  the  Public  Health  service 
in  the  borough.  Except  for  the  following  it  is  a  record  of  the 
work  and  statistics  for  the  past  year. 

Unemployment  being  so  rampant  compelled  economy  in 

V 

expenditure,  though  destitution  of  necessity  called  for  in¬ 
creased  activity  for  relief,  particularly  was  this  so  with  the  milk 
supply  scheme  during  the  Coal  Dispute  which  made  existing 
conditions  much  more  acute. 


Prospects  of  extending  the  sphere  of  welfare  work  vanished 
with  the  inauguration  of  an  economic  campaign  here  in  which 
the  dictum  of  one  of  its  foremost  exponents  was  that  “  we 
could  not  afford  social  progress  ”!  as  one  who  has  heard  very 
many  expressions  of  discontent  and  profound  dissatisfaction 
with  the  conditions  endured  in  the  peace  notwithstanding  the 
promises  held  out  for  it,  1  merely  briefly  state  that  there  are 
worse  things  than  social  progress  which  we  cannot  afford. 

Writing  concerning  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
work  in  which  I  am  more  particularly  concerned,  giving  as 
I  feel  it  does,  the  best  results  for  monies  spent  in  the  health 
services,  and  laying'  the  best  foundations  in  human  physique, 
I  deplore  the  relatively  small  outlay  sanctioned  on  this,  in 
contrast  to  that  on  other  branches  of  the  health  services;  in 
a  greater  degree  does  this  pertain  to  other  (the  material) 
public  services. 
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Medical  Officers  are  enjoined  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  inform  and  educate  the  general  public  so  far  as  opportunities 
are  afforded,  on  health  matters,  at  addresses  on  health  subjects 
which  I  have  been  invited  to  give  1  have  always  emphasised 
these  points,  and  my  greatest  regret  is  that  the  masses  by 
their  apathy  silently  acquiesce  in  what  I  consider  unfair 
allocation  of  public  expenditure. 

The  progress  in  anti-tuberculosis  work  is  commented 
upon  in  the  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  report,  the  statistics  of 
deaths  after  sanatorium  treatment  on  Page  5S  are  instructive; 
the  tendency  to  concentrate  on  the  early  and  younger  cases 
may  give  rise  to  too  rosy  a  view  of  its  results,  I  emphasize: 
again,  however  excellent  or  extensive  the  facilities  afforded  for 
treatment  are,  if  little  is  done  to  amend  the  causes — tersely 
summed  up  as  en vironments-and  the  prospects  of  the  subsequent 
social  progress  of  the  patients  denied  them,  the  matter  becomes: 
tragical  if  not  farcical. 

Medical  Officers  are  requested  to  comment  upon  any  special 
report  they  may  have  presented,  and  I  do  so  in  connection 
with  three  -deaths  of  women  at  their  first  confinements.  I 
presented  reports  to  the  Health  and  also  to  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committees,  they  concerned  a  medical 
practitioner  who,  in  my  opinion  failed  to  k<  notify  forthwith,”' 
in  two  of  these  cases,  the  existence  of  Puerperal  Fever. 
They  were  deliberated  upon  by  both  Committees  separately, 
and  jointly,  and  though  the  members  of  the  latter  Committee 
considered  a  primci  facie  case  for  prosecutions  made  out,  the 
majority  of  the  former  Committee  decided  that  no  action  be 
taken.  The  subject  has  caused  me  much  exercise  of  mind  as 


re- 
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to  what  extent  I  should  comment  upon  it  in  this  report, 
cording  the  above  I  consider  represents  tiie  extremist  limits 
of  moderation  and  fairness. 


The  housing  question  with  its  train  of  dissatisfaction  and 
ill  health  presses  more  strongly  than  ever,  there  is  little  room 
for  pride  in  local  schievements,  in-as-much-as  the  number  of 
houses  built  in  relation  to  the  natural  increase  of  the 
population  (ignoring  migration)  leaves  accommodation  relatively 
worse  than  it  was  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war.

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  available  at  the  Public 
Health  Offices  at  the  Council  House  in  office  hours  and  at  all 
other  times  at  the  Police  Stations  in  the  borough. 

7.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Comparatively  few  privies  remain,  the  majority  of  them 
being  in  outlying  districts  where  there  are  no  sewers.  10  privies 
were  during  the  year  replaced  with  water  closets.

Particulars  of  unfit  meat 
dealt  with  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,

Number  and  Condition  of  Slaughterhouses, 
Registered  or  Licensed.— There  is  no  public  abattoir,  but 
at  one  slaughterhouse  the  slaughtering  is  semi-public  in 
character.

N.B. — The  costs  are  included  in  the  above  fines. 

OTHER  ACTION. 

In  the  case  of  a  sample  of  milk  29%  deficient  in  cream,  the 
farmer  requested  that  samples  should  be  taken  at  time  of 
milking,  with  the  result  that  the  evening  milk  was  found  to 
contain  an  average  of  4'5‘f  of  fat,  and  the  morning’s  milking 
an  average  of  3'  I  %  of  fat,  one  churn  however  of  tiie  morning’s 
milking  containing  18  galls  was  as  low  as  2“9%  in  fat. 

The  Health  Committee  decided  to  severely  caution  the 
vendor,  and  he  was  at  the  same  time  requested  to  as  far  as 
practicable  equalize  the  period  between  milking  times. 

QUALITY  OF  MILK. 

In  the  78  milk  samples  the  average  amount  of  fat  equalled 
3'74%  and  the  solids,  not  fatS‘92%.  Sample  of  milk  No.  180  was 
certified  as  containing  I2'50%  fat,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
obtaining  the  average  this  sample  has  been  assumed  to  contain 
3*5%  of  fat. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee  milk  sellers 
were  advised  by  letter  of  the  necessity  of  using  a  receptacle  in 
which  the  milk  could  be  properly  mixed  so  as  to  avoid  variations 
in  the  cream  content  during  the  time  of  sale. 
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Fertilizers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1906. 
Four  informal  samples  were  obtained  in  December  under  th: 
Act,  one  ot  mixed  corn,  one  of  laying  meal,  one  of  basic  sk 
and  one  of  chemical  manure,  the  manure  was  not  as  guarantee 
and  a  formal  sample  will  be  taken.

The  Rat  Week  held  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  cj 
Agriculture  from  October  31st  to  November  5th  1921,  elicitel 
but  little  response  from  the  general  public,  but  advantage  wa 
taken  for  dealing  with  allotments,  sewers  and  sewer  outfall 

In  the  allotments  treated  a  cessation  of  damage  by  rats 
mice  has  been  brought  about.  Considerable  assistance  wi 
given  by  the  allotment  secretaries  arranging  with  plot  holdei 
for  combined  effort. 
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INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 

(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920. 

34  applications  were  received  for  a  certificate  that  the 
house  was  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation 
or  was  otherwise  not  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair.  In  8 
cases  no  certificate  was  issued,  in  26  a  certificate  was  granted. 
A  number  of  tenants  applied  at  the  County  Court  and  obtained 
a  suspension  of  the  increase.  Later,  when  repairs  had  been 
satisfactorily  made,  information  was  sent  to  the  Registrar,  and 
on  the  application  of  the  owner  the  suspension  of  increase  was 
cancelled. 

WORK  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

Commencing  the  year  with  4  District  Inspectors,  re-division 
of  the  districts  was  made,  each  Inspector  having  2  wards  in  his 
charge,  the  result  being  that  it  was  possible  to  concentrate 
more  on  routine  duties. 

A  large  increase  in  visits  and  structural  improvements 
(particularly  house  repairs),  and  unwholesome  or  diseased  meat 
and  foods  dealt  with,  is  this  year  recorded. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE  INSPECTION. 

Inspection  at  Messrs.  Lords  slaughterhouse  has  been 
carried  out  by  Inspectors  Miner,  Turner  and  Chalcraft,  each 
taking  one  week  in  three,  while  in  addition  to  his  district  work 
Inspector  Miner  has  been  responsible  for  slaughterhouse  and 
meat  inspection  in  the  four  principal  slaughterhouses  in  Bridge 
Ward. 

HOUSE  REPAIRS  AND  STRUCTURAL  WORK. 

Reference  to  Table  II.  will  show  the  many  improvements 
which  have  been  made.  The  number  of  nuisances  abated  and 
houses  dealt  with  constitute  a  record,  it  is  gratifying  that  only 
in  two  cases  were  summary  proceedings  instituted. 


DRAIN  TESTS. 


The  Work  of  drain  testing,  particularly  in  connection  v 
infectious  disease  cases  has  been  resumed.  143  tests  of  dra 
serving  474  houses  were  made,  96  in  connection  with  cases 
infectious  disease  (particularly  diphtheria),  3 7,  where  th 
were  complaints  of  nuisances  and  10  to  test  new  work.  Th 
were  80  smoke  tests,  55  chemical  tests  and  8  coloured  wa 
tests,  defects  were  found  affecting  247  houses.  From  the  resi 
I  am  of  opinion  that  in  many  cases  of  drains  laid  say  betwe

the  footings  of  the  building  or  by  means  of  ventilating  openir 
beneath  floors  causing  a  nuisance  of  a  most  dangerous  natui

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VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

This  work  is  undertaken  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital 
under  an  agreement  with  the  Town  Council,  Dr.  A.  M.  Stuart 
being  the  Medical  Officer  of  this  Department. 

Evening  Clinics  for  Males  are  held  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
and  an  afternoon  Clinic  for  Females  on  Thursdays  weekly. 
Provision  is  made  for  cases  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  over-night, 
if  necessary,  after  injections. 

A  special  Clinic  on  Wednesday  afternoon  is  reserved  for 
cases  requiring  injection. 

Facilities  are  afforded  for  irrigation  of  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
daily.  A  male  and  female  nurse  are  engaged  for  this  purpose. 

Examinations  of  specimens  are  undertaken,  for  Gonococci 
by  Dr.  Stuart,  for  other  kinds,  at  the  Birmingham  University. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  women  and  girls  suffer¬ 
ing  from  veneral  diseases  in  the  Borough  can  be  received  into 
the  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton,  for  treatment. 

These  cases  arise  generally  in  connection  with  rescue  work  ; 
cases  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital  requiring  a  lengthy  in¬ 
patient  stay  may  also  be  transferred  to  Cleveland  House. 

The  arrangement  provides  the  requisite  treatment  and 
nursing,  and  it  includes  expectant  mothers  and  lying-in  cases.

(1). — -Inspection  of  Midwives  was  carried  out  by 
Mrs.  A.  Saunders.  For  minor  breaches  of  the  regulations  sundry 
midwives  were  interviewed  by  me;  two  midwives  were  reported 
by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  to  the  Central: 
Midwives  Board,  for  contravention  of  rules,  and  the  name  of; 
one  was  subsequently  removed  from  the  register. 
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(2) .— -The  general  arrangements  in  connection  with  this 
work  were  the  same  as  were  in  operation  last  year. 

(3) . — There  were  12  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified,  of 
which  3  proved  fatal;  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  52  cases  were 
notified,  one  case  resulted  in  permanent  damage  to  one  eye.

i— GENERAL. 

(a)  Notification. 

The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  1 92 1  show  a  slight  increase  over  those  of  the  preceeding 
year,  there  being  notified  239  cases  as  compared  with  210  in 
1920,  whilst  the  notifications  of  the  Non  Pulmonary  forms  show 
a  slight  decrease,  61  cases  being  notified  in  1921,  as  against  65 
in  1920.

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(b)  Mortality. 

There  has  to  be  recorded  an  increase  in  the  mortality  from 
the  disease,  there  being  96  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
as  against  85  in  1920,  and  18  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
as  against  13  in  1920.  The  Death  Rate  has  accordingly  risen 
from  0'88  to  0‘98  per  1,000  living,  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  for  all  forms  of  the  disease  from  I '02  to  1T7. 

We  have  again  to  regret  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  cases 
come  under  notice  at  so  late  a  stage  of  the  disease,  46%  of  the 
Pul  monary  cases  were  either  not  notified  at  all  or  were  only 
notified  a  few  weeks  before  death,  and  of  the  deaths  from  other 
forms  of  the  disease,  only  4  cases  out  of  18  deaths  were  notified 
more  than  six  weeks  before  death. 

In  this  connection  I  would  point  out  that  only  10  specimens 
of  sputum  were  received  for  examination  from  Medical  Men

During  the  year  the  Dispensary  has  been  open  as  formerly 
on  each  day  of  the  week,  and  one  Nurse  always  in  attendance 
for  dealing  with  surgical  dressings,  of  which  1721  were  done. 
Of  the  459  persons  who  applied  for  treatment,  187  were  insured 
persons.  Of  the  total,  195  (including  67  insured  persons)  were 
considered,  after  observation  and  repeated  examination,  to  be 
non-tuberculous.  In  all  84  ex-service  men  were  examined  as 


— ' 
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new  cases  at  the  Dispensary,  the  majority  being  sent  by  th 
Pensions  Board  for  examination.  Tuberculosis  was  exclude 
in  42  of  these,  whilst  in  42  cases  there  was  clinical  evidenced 
Tuberculosis  or  Fibrosis.  Eight  men  gave  a  history  of  gassin; 
but  in  only  two  of  these  was  Tubercle  Bacilli  found  in  th 
sputum. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

On  May  1st,  1921  “  Sanatorium  Benefit  ”  under  the  Nation; 
Health  Insurance  Act  ceased,  and  the  whole  responsibility  fo 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  including  arrangements  fo 
treatment  of  Ex-service  Tuberculous  Men  passed  from  th 
Insurance  Committee  to  the  Town  Council.  In  all  207  insure 
persons  have  received  this  form  of  treatment  from  their  ow, 
Medical  Attendants  during  the  year.  Reports  are  receive 
each  quarter  from  the  Medical  men  concerned,  and  those  case 
are  in  addition  examined  at  the  Dispensary,  or  at  their  ow. 
homes,  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  so  often  as  is  considers 
necessary. 


Extra  Nourishment. 

The  Town  Council  are  now  empowered  to  provide  extn 
nourishment  to  eligible  cases  who  are  likely  to  benefit  from  al 
enhanced  dietary,  and  who  are  recommended  for  this  by  th 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  have  retained  on- 
bed  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate,  and  two  bee 
at  the  Shropshire  Surgical  Hospital,  Baschurch.  These  bee; 
have  been  utilised  for  the  treatment  of  three  adults  anel  twi 
children,  one  aelult  suffering  from  Tuberculous  disease  of  th 
shoulder,  the  others  being  cases  of  Tuberculous  Hip  disease. 
At  the  enel  of  the  year  all  the  beds  were  occupied.

Home  Visits. 

During  the  year  the  Nurses  paid  309  first  visits  and  6,41 
re-visits  to  the  homes  of  patients.  As  in  former  years  man 
serious  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  met  with,  and  muc] 
of  their  work  has  been  confined  to  the  giving  of  advice  as  t 
the  avoidance  of  infection,  and  to  the  seeking  out  of  contacts- 

In  oniv  /  I  cases  were  patients  found  to  have  a  separat: 
bedroom,  in  64  others  a  separate  bed  was  provided,  the  root 
being  shared  in  8  cases  by  1  other,  in  29  cases  by  2  others,  i 
15  cases  by  3  others. 

In  26  cases  overcrowding  was  very  bad,  beds  and  bedroom 
being  shared  with  other  members  of  the  household,  in  84  case- 
with  1  other,  in  48  cases  with  2  others,  in  27  cases  with  3  other 
in  9  cases  with  4  others,  in  5  eases  with  5  others,  and  in  I  cast 
with  8  others. 

The  Nurses  report  that  where  circumstances  permit  til 
houses  are  well  kept,  14  houses  visited  were  very  dirty,  but  IQ 
were  exceedingly  clean.  All  sanitary  defects  found  in  tli 
course  of  those  visits,  such  as  dampness,  defective  floors,  etcj 
and  fixed  windows  are  reported  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspecto;

In  20  of  the  houses  visited  there  was  no  through  ventilation, 
in  29  cases  it  was  found  that  the  bedroom  windows  could  not 
be  opened,  whilst  in  one-fourth  of  the  houses  visited  no  attempt 
was  made  to  have  fresh  air  in  the  bedroom  at  night  as  well  as 
by  day.

SANATORIUM  TREATMENT. 

The  accommodation  available  at  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium 
during  the  year  has  been,  as  formerly, — 37  beds,  of  which  25 
are  for  men  and  12  for  women.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Ministry  of  Health  sanctioned  the  use  of  one  Male  Ward 
as  a  Ward  for  the  treatment  of  children,  so  that  in  future  the 
accomodation  available  will  be : — - 1 7  males,  14  females, 
6  children. 

In  addition  to  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium,  3  beds  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  have  been  reserved,  one  at  the 
Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate,  and  two  at  the  Shropshire 
Surgical  Home,  Baschurch. 

PELSALL  HALL  SANATORIUM. 

On  January  1st,  1921,  there  were  13  male  and  II  female 
patients  under  treatment.  During  the  year  51  males  and  25 
females  were  admitted  and  40  males  and  25  females  discharged. 

There  were  13  deaths  (TO  males  and  3  females)  7  being 
Ex-Service  men,  all  admitted  with  advanced  disease. 
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In  25  of  the  male  and  in  II  of  the  female  cases,  Tuberck 
Bacilli  were  found  in  the  sputum  on  admission. 

Seventeen  ex-Service  men  received  treatment  at  Pelsall 
during  the  year  Of  the  total  admissions,  ro  had  previously 
received  a  course  of  Sanatorium  treatment,  27  were  in  an  advance* 
stage  of  the  disease,  and  21  were  early  cases. 

In  the  following  tables,  statistical  information  is  given  o; 
all  cases  treated  in  1921,  and  also  of  all  cases  sent  to  Sanatori, 
since  the  beginning  of  1915.

During  the  year  well  attended  meetings  of  the  Committee 
have  been  held  monthly,  the  members  taking  a  keen  interest 
in  the  work,  keeping  old  cases  under  observation  by  paying 
friendly  visits  to  the  patients’  homes,  and  reporting,  when 
necessary,  any  adverse  conditions  which  may  have  arisen. 

The  Income  from  all  sources  has  been  approximately  £96,, 
and  the  Expenditure  £130.  The  income  of  £96  includes  a  sum. 
of  £25,  which,  it  is  gratifying  to  note,  represents  loans  refunded! 
by  patients  who  were  helped  by  this  Committee. 

Seventy  eight  cases  have  received  help  during  the  year, 
either  in  the  form  of  money  grants  or  by  the  provision  of  extra; 
diet.  In  addition  fifty  one  cases,  after  having  been  considered 
by  this  Committee,  have  been  referred  to  other  organisations. 
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Before  grants  are  made  an  independent  report  as  to  the 
circumstance  of  the  case  is  made  by  the  Civic  Guild  of  Help, 
all  investigations  being  made  either  by  Miss  Elliott  (Honorary 
Registrar)  or  Mrs.  Finch  (Secretary).  In  all  156  reports  have 
been  made  on  cases  by  the  Civic  Guild.  In  some  cases  help 
has  been  obtained  from  various  funds,  in  others  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Benefit  has  been  adjusted,  and  in  several 
cases  clothing  has  been  provided.  Recommendations  for  free 
meals  for  children  have  been  made,  and  where  there  has  been 
a  young  baby  in  the  home,  for  grants  of  milk  from  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee.  Work  for  other  patients  has 
been  obtained  through  the  Employment  Exchanges  and 
through  the  Civic  Guild.  Grants  have  been  obtained  for  others 
through  the  Mayor’s  Relief  Fund. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  men  for  whom  work  was 
obtained  under  the  Baths  and  Parks  Committee  of  the  Town 
Council,  have  continued  to  give  satisfaction  throughout  the 
year. 

Grants  of  money  have  been  made  in  seventeen  cases  at  a 
cost  of  £36,  milk,  butter  and  eggs  have  been  supplied  to  sixty 
one  cases.  One  child  has  been  kept  in  a  Sanatorium  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Walsall  Winter  Convalescent  Fund  for  a 
period  of  10  months,  the  parent  ultimately  repaying  the  larger 
part  of  the  cost  incurred. 

A  member  of  the  Committee  has  handed  over  Out-Patient 
tickets  for  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Birmingham,  and  these 
have  been  exceedingly  useful. 

The  Children’s  Country  Holiday  Committee  have  dealt 
very  generously  with  the  numerous  children  referred  to  them.

As  I  was  not  appointed  to  the  office  of  School  Medical 
Officer  until  the  I2th  December,  192 1  ^  the  views,  conditions  and 
statistics  herein  are  those  of  the  Education  Office.

CO-ORDINATION. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Officer 
are  in  constant  communication  with  the  Education  Office  with 
reference  to  cases  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Local 
Education  Authority. 

3.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

Whilst  it  may  be  argued  that  building  operations 
completed  after  the  erection  of  some  of  the  schools  have  not 
improved  the  hygienic  conditions  of  these  schools,  yet  the  ill 
effects  have  been  considerably  modified  by  the  action  of  the 
Local  Education  Authority.  A  case  in  point  arose  during  the 
year  where  workshops  were  erected  on  adjoining  property 
which  seriously  interfered  with  the  school  lighting.  At  the 
request  of  the  Local  Education  Authority  the  offenders  carried 
out  at  their  own  expense  certain  improvements  in  the  school 
whereby  the  damage  to  the  light  was  almost  wholly  repaired. 

The  Borough  Surveyor,  who  is  the  Committee’s  Architect, 
is  constantly  inspecting  the  various  schools  making  and 
carrying  out  suggestions  for  improvements  both  in  ventilation 
lighting  and  heating. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  older  voluntary  schools 
where  open  grates  are  used,  the  warming  of  the  schools  is  done 
by  low-pressure  hot  water. 

When  the  present  system  of  the  Committee  is  in  full 
working  order  the  surface  heating  area  will  be  at  least 
20  feet  per  1,000  c.ft. 

The  urinals  and  closets  are  of  the  water-type  and  are 
automatically  flushed.  Besides  this  the  caretakers  are  supplied 
with  a  carbolised  fluid  for  use  daily.  The  Head  Teachers 
make  a  point  of  seeing  that  the  most  effective  use  is  made  of 
the  disinfectant.  Their  attention  is  no  less  keen  with  regard 
to  the  dady  cleansing  of  the  school-rooms. 
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4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  3,490  children  were  examined  by  thi 
School  Medical  Officer  in  the  Elementary  Schools  and  of  thi 
number  1,885  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  one  or  mor 
defects.  All  the  routine  Medical  Inspections  took  place  03 
school  piemises  with  as  little  disturbance  as  possible  of  schoca 
arrangements. 

5.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

(a)  UNCLEAN!  INESS. — Progress  continues  to  be  made  i 
dealing  with  uncleanliness  of  the  children  attending  the  Schools 
This  progress  is  maintained  by  the  very  strenuous  efforts  mad' 
by  the  school  nurses,  backed  by  the  authority  and  interest  0 
the  teachers.  As  in  the  case  of  clothing  the  condition  of  th 
children  in  regard  to  cleanliness  as  revealed  by  medical  in 
spection,  shows  the  best  that  can  be  attained,  rather  than  thi 
state  which  normally  obtains.  There  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  girls’  hair. 

(b)  MINOR  Ailments. — The  economic  conditions  pre; 
vailing  during  the  year  had  a  marked  effect  upon  the  children) 
Insufficient  food  and  clothing  lowered  their  resistance  to  disease 
and  as  a  result  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children; 
suffering  from  Minor  Ailments. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  — 660  children  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  Of  these 
133  were  referred  for  treatment.  Older  girls  seem  to  be  more- 
prone  to  enlarged  tonsils  than  boys,  but  there  is  a  steady 
diminuition  of  the  incidence  throughout  school  iife. 

(d)  TUBERCULOSIS. — 35  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  rej 
corded  from  routine  inspections,  27  of  these  were  Definite 
Phthisis,  the  remaining  8  being  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 


(e)  SKIN  Diseases.  —  38  children  were  found  suffering 
from  various  forms  of  Skin  Diseases.  The  great  majority  of 
these  were  either  Impetigo  or  Scabies. 

t 

(f)  External  Eye  Disease—  92  children  were  found 
suffering  from  this  defect, 

fg)  VISION. — 245  children  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Defective  Vision.  Glasses  were  prescribed  for  95  children, 
of  these  88  obtained  them.  The  great  majority  of  these  cases 
were  amongst  the  “  intermediate  ”  and  “  leaver  ”  groups 

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.— These  are  closely 
connected  with  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  There  were 
28  cases  of  Discharging  Ears  and  35  cases  of  Defective  Hearing. 

(i)  DENTAL  Defects.— 60%  of  the  children  who  were 
examined  at  the  routine  inspections  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  dental  caries  in  a  marked  degree. 

(j)  CRIPPLING  Defects. — 22  cases  of  Rickets  were  re¬ 
corded  from  routine  inspections  and  10  cases  of  Deformities  due 
to  other  causes.

7.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

The  Routine  procedure  in  relation  to  defects  noticed  at 
examination  was  as  follows: —  -A  note  was  made  of  all  cases 

•3 

for  which  treatment  was  suggested  and  as  sqon  as  possible  after 

the  inspection  (always  within  a  month)  a  visit  was  paid  to  the 

* 

home,  either  by  the  school  nurse  or  a  member  of  the  Children’s 
Care  Committee.  Before  a  visit  has  been  paid  the  parent  is; 
made  aware  of  the  existence  of  defects  and  the  necessity  fon 
treatment,  by  a  written  notification  from  the  School  Medical 
Department.  The  great  majority  of  home  visits  are  done  by  the: 
school  nurses,  only  a  few  cases  are  handed  from  the  Childrens; 
Care  Committee.  While  at  the  home  the  nurse  makes  enquiries': 
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if  any  action  has  been  taken,  if  not  she  uses  her  influence  to 
secure  this.  The  result  of  her  visit  is  recorded  at  the  Education 
Office.  In  cases  where  failure  to  obtain  treatment  is  due  to 
poverty,  the  Children’s  Care  Committee  affords  financial 
assistance.

8.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Minor  Ailments —736  Minor  Ailments  were  treat¬ 
ed  at  the  2  School  Clinics  situated  at  Bradford  Street,  Walsall 
and  Field  Street,  Bloxwich.  In  addition  to  this  a  small  box  of 
dressings,  ointment,  &c.,  is  kept  at  each  school  so  that  any  cases 
which  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  School  Nurses 
when  at  the  Schools  can  there  be  treated.  The  School  Medical 
Officer  gave  6  sessions  per  week  to  these  Clinics. 

(b)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.— All  cases  of  Enlarged 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  referred  to  the  Local  Hospital  under 
the  Local  Education  Authority’s  Scheme. 

(cl  Tuberculosis. —  All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer. 

(d)  SKIN  Diseases.— All  Skin  Diseases  were  treated  at 
the  School  Clinic  either  by  local  application  or  by  baths,  the 
latter  in  the  form  of  a  medicinal  shower  bath. 
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(e)  External  Eye  Disease. — The  School  Medical 
Officer  treated  all  such  cases  at  the  School  Clinic. 

(f)  VISION. --All  errors  of  refraction  were  estimated  by 
means  of  Retinoscopy.  Glasses  were  supplied  free  i  n  necessitous 
cases  or  at  reduced  rates  by  the  Children’s  Care  Committee. 

(g)  Ear  Disease  AND  HEARING.— The  great  majority 
were  treated  at  the  Clinic  -  urgent  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Local  Hospital  under  the  Local  Education  Authority’s  Scheme. 

(h)  Dental  Defects. — Mr.  H.  N.  Grove,  L.D.S.,  was 
engaged  5  sessions  per  week.  He  visited  each  of  the  schools 
in  turn  and  there  selected  the  cases  for  treatment,  paying 
particular  attention  to  the  “  age  group  ”  6  to  8  years.  In  addition 
to  this  age  group  Mr.  Grove  treats  casuals;  these  latter  cases; 
being  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer,  Head  Teachers  and : 
School  Nurses. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  mouths  and  teeth 
of  the  children  who  in  the  early  years  of  their  school  career- 
attended  the  Clinic  and  now  present  themselves  for  re-examina-- 
tion  and  treatment.  The  good  that  accrues  from  the  training; 
and  instruction  that  they  get  in  addition  to  the  treatment1 
carried  out  on  the  occasion  of  their  visit  is  plainly  seen,  for  a 
large  proportion  of  them  take  considerable  interest  in  the  care; 
of  their  teeth  and  mouths.*  To  get  the  best  results  the  children: 
should  attend  once  a  year  for  treatment,  but  under  present' 

conditions  this  is  impossible. 

% 

(ii  CRIPPLING  Defects. — Arrangements  were  made: 
with  the  Birmingham  Orthopaedic  Hospital  whereby  a  limited- 
number  of  children  could  be  referred  there  for  treatment. 

9.  OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION. 

The  records  for  the  year  again  show  very  encouraging: 
results  as  regards  the  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  scholars., 
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Fifteen  children  have  made  such  good  progress  as  to  be 
transferred  to  the  ordinary  schools.  Eight  scholars,  previously 
attending  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  fortnightly,  are  now 
required  to  attend  only  at  intervals  of  three  months.  The  12 
children  who  left  the  school  at  the  age  of  fourteen  also  showed 
a  very  marked  improvement  in  health  and  physique.  The  gain 
in  weight  ranged  from  iflbs.  to  i6£lbs.  the  average  gain  being 
6 '2  lbs.  The  average  gain  in  height  for  the  same  period 
was  2’2in. 

Although  the  average  gain  in  weight  is  not  quite  so  high 
as  the  preceding  year  i.e.  7’2lbs.  it  seems  quite  satisfactory  when 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  new  admissions  in¬ 
cluded  a  greater  number  than  usual  of  young  and  very  delicate 
children.  Moreover,  during  the  extremely  hot  months  of  last 
summer,  the  records  showed  somewhat  smaller  gains  than  usual, 
thus  reducing  the  average. 

ATTENDANCE. — The  useful  purposes  fulfilled  by  the 
Open  Air  School  is  further  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
attendance  for  the  year  has  reached  90%  a  very  satisfactory 
record  for  children  who  would  not  be  able  to  attend  ordinary 
schools  continuously  for  more  than  one  or  two  weeks.  The 
attendance  would  have  reached  a  still  higher  level,  had  it  not 
been  for  a  sudden  falling  off  during  the  damp  and  cold  months 
of  November  and  December.  This  seems  to  indicate  the 
necessity  for  providing  the  school  with  some  means  of  protect¬ 
ion  from  wind  and  rain  on  its  open  side,  and,  if  possible,  with 
some  means  of  artificial  heating. 

TOOTHBRUSH  Drill.— Daily  toothbrush  drill  is  now 
taken  with  the  scholars  and  is  producing  beneficial  results, 
The  children  have  shown  great  interest  in  this  new  departure 
and  where  possible,  have  provided  their  own  toothbrushes.  In 
cases  where  suitable  tooth  brushes  were  not  forthcoming,  use 
has  been  made  of  a  supply  provided  by  the  kindness  of  a 
member  of  the  Education. 
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Number  on  Books  and  New  Admissions —There 
are  60  scholars  on  Books  and  of  these  29  were  admitted  during 
the  year  under  review.  The  parents  of  the  scholars  show  much 
appreciation  of  the  benefical  effects  of  the  treatment  their 
children  are  receiving  and  many  applications  have  been  made 
for  the  admission  of  children  for  whom  there  are,  at  present,  no 
vacancies. 

to.  PROVfSION  OF  MEALS. 

The  procedure  of  previous  years  has  been  continued,  only 
proved  cases  of  necessity  being  dealt  with.  The  School 
Medical  Officer  makes  the  final  selection  of  children  and  arranges 
the  dietary. 

The  number  of  cases  began  to  show  an  upward  tendency 
early  in  the  year,  and,  consequent  on  the  coal  strike,  reached  a 
maximum  of  2,039. 

Five  Feeding  Centres  were  opened.  At  two  of  these  the 
food  was,  in  addition,  prepared  and  cooked. 

Breakfast  and  dinner  were  provided  on  each  day  of  the 
week  except  Sunday,  ft  was  found  that,  omitting  Saturday,  the 
attendance  was  steady  at  906 .  On  Saturdays  and  school 
holidays  the  average  dropped  to  60%. 

The  question  of  overlapping  with  the  work  of  the  Poor 
Law  Guardians  was  considered  and  it  was  decided  that  no  meals; 
should  be  provided  for  children  whose  parents  were  in  receipt! 
of  relief.  When  this  rule  was  put  into  operation  the  number  of 
children  attending  the  feeding  centres  steadily  dropped  until; 
on  the  31st  December,  1921,  only  38  children  were  on  the 
Register  and  the  centres  reduced  to  one. 

During  the  year  the  meals  provided  were  : — 

Breakfasts  143,626 

Dinners  •••  144,963 

Total  288,589 

The  cost  per  meal  per  child  varied  from  3d.  to  4d. 
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IT.  SCHOOL  BATHS. 

The  facilities  for  teaching:  both  boys  and  girls  to  swim 
were  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

Under  an  agreement  with  the  Town  Council  the  Committee 
had  the  sole  use  of  one  of  the  public  swimming  baths  during 
school  hours  on  five  days  in  the  week  from  April  to  October 
and  the  children  attended  as  per  Time  Table. 

During  the  year  1 , 1 1 2  boys  and  631  girls  from  32  depart¬ 
ments  were  taught  to  swim. 

The  children  from  the  10  departments  of  the  Bloxwich 
area  did  not  attend  as  the  distance  from  the  baths  varies  from 
2  to  3  miles. 

The  provision  of  a  swimming  bath  for  this  part  of  the 
borough  is  under  consideration  by  the  Town  Council. 

12.  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  secure  the  presence  of  parents 
at  the  Medical  Inspection  of  their  children.  To  this  end  they 
are  notified  as  to  the  time  and  place  of  examination  and  invited 
to  be  present.  The  response  to  the  notification  varies  consider¬ 
ably  according  to  the  age  of  the  child.  If  the  children  being 
examined  are  entrants  the  great  majority  of  parents  attend,  the 
attendance  falling  off  as  the  children  get  older.  At  the 
Inspection  any  defect  found  is  explained  to  the  parent  present 
and  the  treatment  advised. 

1 3.  CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  efficiency  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  particularly 
that  part  of  it  which  lies  in  the  schools,  depends  to  a  great 
extent  on  the  interest  taken  in  such  work  by  the  teachers.  They 
assist  the  Medical  Inspection  by  weighing  and  measuring  the 
children  and  entering  such  particulars  on  the  report  cards. 
They  take  trouble  in  following  up  the  work  of  Medical  Inspection 
and  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the  parents  for  the  treatment  of 
defects  discovered  at  the  Medical  Examination  of  their  children. 
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14-  CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

OFFICERS. 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  School  Meclica: 
Inspector,  School  Nurses  and  School  Attendance  Department 
In  all  cases  of  children  absent  from  school  owing  to  sickness' 
unless  of  a  temporary  character,  the  parent  is  instructed  to. 
obtain  medical  advice  and  if  lack  of  means  is  alleged,  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  the  child’s  attendance  at  the  School  Clinic 
The  result  of  Medical  Inspection  is  reported  daily  to  the  Attend-; 
ance  Department  and  in  all  cases  where  the  parent  fails  tc 
carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  School  Medical  Inspector,  the 
parent  is  visited  by  the  School  Attendance  Officer  and  the  case 
is  kept  under  observation  until  the  defect  is  remedied.  The 
cases  especially  dealt  with  are  (i)  Dirty  Heads,  (2)  Neglect  tc 
provide  glasses,  (3)  Neglect  to  provide  boots  (where  lack  oi 
means  is  proved,  these  are  supplied  from  Voluntary  Funds' 
(4)  Blind,  Deaf,  Mentally  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children  (in 
all  these  cases  immediate  steps  are  taken  to  place  children  in 
suitable  Institutions. 


15.  CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

(a)  Children’s  Care  Committee —Cases  arising 
from  Medical  Inspection  have  received  the  special  attention  ol 
the  School  Children’s  Care  Committee.  The  Committee  realize 
ing  the  great  need  for  Footwear  and  Clothing  owing  to  the 
trade  depression  made  an  appeal  to  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
with  the  result  that  upwards  of  1,200  pairs  of  boots  and  38c 
articles  of  clothing  together  with  50  new  suits  have  been 
provided  for  necessitous  school  children.  84  pairs  of  glasses 
and  285  pairs  of  boots  have  been  provided,  the  parents  refund¬ 
ing  the  cost  where  possible.  8  pairs  of  glasses  and  3  pairs  oi 
boots  have  been  given  free. 
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(b)  Victoria  Nursing  Institution.— The  district 
nurses  have  rendered  considerable  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  work  of  medical  treatment  and  following  up.  71  cases  were 
dealt  with  necessitating  535  visits. 

16.  BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

Children  considered  to  be  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  or 
Epileptic  are  referred  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  by  teachers 
school  nurses,  attendance  officers  and  parents.  There  are  no 
Special  Schools  in  the  area  for  children  suffering  from  these 
defects. 

27  children  have  obtained  admission  to  Special  Schools 
outside  the  Area.

During  the  year  72  children  (37  girls  and  35  boys)  were 
medically  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  avail  themselves  of 
Scholarships  at  Queen  Mary’s  Schools.  No  defect  was  detected 
in  any  case.
